We have been having a marked 
decrease in the number of high school tuition pupils and also 
a reduction in our proportion of the State Equalization Fund.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Members of the Northumberland School Board: 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit for your consideration my fourth annual 
report of the Northumberland schools. 


CENSUS 

The September school census found 554 pupils in town be- 
tween the ages of five and sixteen. Of this number, 37 between 
5-8, one between 8-14, and 6 between 14-16 were not in 
school. In the schools on September 30th, 599 pupils were 
registered and 77 of these were over sixteen. The whole 
number of resident children accounted for in school between 
5-16 was 510. 


TEACHERS . 

There were several changes at the close of the school year 
in June. Violet Bell, Priscilla Brown and Laura Perry were 
succeeded by Rachel Hale, Home Economics; Bertha Chap- 
man, Junior High; and Mrs. Estella Sullivan, No. 6. The 
coaching and manual arts were separated and Robert Omand 
was secured for the shop and Mr. Kingsbury was retained as 
a teacher-coach. Another teacher, Harriette Mullen, was added 
to the staff of the elementary school. 


TRANSPORTATION 
There are ten transportation routes as follows: John Currier, 
6 pupils; Francis Ledger, 7; John Silver, 3; Robert Tippitt, 
5; Clayton Potter, 21; Howard Potter, 27; Gordon Brigham, 
5; Fred Hunter, 4; Joseph McLaughlin, 37 with two trips; 
and Ben Merrill, 15 with two trips. Thirty-seven high school 
and 93 elementary school pupils or a total of 130 are transport- 
ed at a cost of $115 per week or $4,140 per year. 
TUITION PUPILS 
There is one pupil in the Junior High school and 23 in 
the Senior High school who are non-resident. This is two 
less than a year ago. 
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ATTENDANCE 
From the registers returned last June, the following data 
was secured: Unrepeated registration of 641 pupils with a 
per cent of attendance of 96.35. There were 82 pupils who 
were not absent or tardy during the year. Five hundred and 
nineteen tardy marks were recorded; 291 visits were made by 
citizens and 924 by the superintendent. 


REPAIRS 
The desks at the elementary building were repaired and 
some rooms redecorated. The stair treads and landings at 
the east entrance of the high ‘school building were repaired by 
applying a coating of Ascon Products. The material seems to 
be wearing very well. By using this material, a great deal 
of tearing out and replacing was saved. 


FEDERAL AID 

For the past two years some Federal Aid has been received 
in connection with the Home Economics department. Applica- 
tion has been made again for this year. Application was filed 
for aid in the Manual Arts department, but, lacking the neces- 
Sary equipment, the application was not accepted. The Fed- 
eral Aid comes from the George-Deen Act when the require- 
ments set up are met and approved by the State. 


HEALTH SUPERVISION 

Dr. W. C. Schillhammer, assisted by Miss Wheeler, made an 
examination of 681 pupils. The report is as follows: 38 ten 
per cent underweight, 10 corrected; 11 with defective vision, 
5 corrected; 17 with defective hearing, 5 corrected; 3 with 
nervous condition; 2 deformity; one cardiac disease; 299 with 
defective teeth; 109 with diseased tonsils, 23 corrected; 2 
with defective breathing; 33 with adenoids, 18 corrected; 6 
with enlarged glands; and 5 with defective speech. The value 
of Miss Wheeler’s work in our schools cannot be estimated. 


EXTRA-CURRICULAR ACTIVITIES 
The extra-curricular activities in our high school are many 
and varied. Those of most interest to the citizens are basket- 
ball, baseball and football. 
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SCHOOL CURRICULA 


Three Latin classes have been carried on this year by cor- 
respondence at the University of Nebraska with the approval 
of the State Board of Education. The two advanced classes 
are doing very satisfactory work with the assistance of Miss 
Redden during her study hall period. Those who are begin- 
ning Latin find it quite difficult. This is an experiment and 
is the only means by which Latin could be offered this year 
because of the number of classes and the teacher-load with our 
present faculty. I would not advocate correspondence courses 
for high school students except as a last resort. 


CONCLUSION 


The work done by the various departments and grades, as 
a whole, is satisfactory. Some excellent results have been 
secured. It is, however, necessary that every effort be made 
to raise our standards to a higher level of efficiency.
